son in-law, Grover C. Fish, who sur- 
rendered to Deputy Sheriff Johnson and 
was taken to the county jail at Rich- 
mond 

Welch and Fish walked down the 
, street together and on their reaching 
the drug store, Welch entered the build- 
ing. going to the cigar stand, where he 
took a cigar and was in the act of light- 
ing it when five shots were fired by Fish 
from the front of the store. 

Welch, who was 55 years old, was 
bom in Jackson, Ky. , but went to Be- 
rea He accun ulated a considerable 
fortune, becoming president of a bank 
and at the time of hia death was the 
owner of several storea in Berea 

He is survived by his wife, one son 
and two daughters. Hia only son. John 
Fish, is now attending Yale Universi- 
ty. His daughter. Miss Dooley, mar- 
ried Grover Cleveland Fiab, while his 
youngest daughter. Miss Hilda, lives at 
home. 

Fish claims that he acted in self-de* 
fense. He sa\s he weot into the drug 
atore to buy ium« chewing gum and 
Welch, who came in afterward, made 
a motion as if to draw hia pistol. 
Bitter feeling haa existed between Fish 
and Welch for many months, and Welch 
had refused a few days ago to allow 
Fiab to tee hia wife, who ia Welch's 
daughter, using abusive and threatening 
language, so Fish saya.

Soon after- 
ward sbe waa takej ill with scarlet fe- 
ver, proving that the innocent book had 
proven a source of contagion. From 
■carlet ahe developed typhoid and is so 
low that her mother, just recovered 
from typhoid herself, went to the bed- 
side of her baby.

Gone To The Dogs 

Wild Dogs W r ill Be Carrying off 
Babies In Danville Next. 

Looks like the bow wows have taken 
Danville. Listen to this dispatch from 
there to a city paper: 

Tbe wild dogs which have been doing 
so much damage in Boyle county during 
the past few weeks, made a raid in tbe 
heart of Danville last night and, enter- 
ing the stock pens of Thurman A Cole- 
man. containing 80 sheep, killed 30 old 
sheep and eight lambs. The dogs suc- 
ceeded in scaling a picket fence seven 
feet high, with barbed wire around the 
top. They killed the sheep by break- 
ing their necks and got away before 
anybody could give chase. 

The dogs which come from the knobs, 
have been attacking stock in this vicin- 
ity for the past few nights, killing 
■beep, horses and cattle, and on one or 
two occasions even went after people, 
So savage are they that they have be- 
come like a pack of wolves, and the 
people of tbe neighborhood are seeking 
to kill them, but ao far only two or 
three of them have been shot. 

It is supposed that the dogs have 
been run away from the homes of the 
poor families who do not want to pay 
the dog tax and have taken to tbe 
woods in^search of food, becoming wild 
and vicious.

the loss of the gallant spirit, who wil 
hunt with them no more. Those brave 
knights of the chase, the J. S. Chad- 
wicks, the generous Holmes, the Ed- 
wards boys, the Brooks, the Robert 
Stapletons, Finley Ballard, S. M. Chan- 
dler, J. T. Hack ley, Jr., and a host of 
others; and the colored knight of the 
chase, Jim Jones, who asked me at 
court today that hia name might alao 
be mentioned in my tribute to the mem- 
ory of one who was at the head of the 
Fox Hunters’ Association and whose 
world-wide fame had leaped across the 
ocean and waa spoken with admiration 
by the crowned-heads of the old 
world. 

His hounds were also of noble blood, 
being imported from the royal kennela 
of England at $500 per head. 

What a noble man he waa! One of 
nature's own true noblemen. So noble, 
so gallant, so generous, so true! And 
yet as devoted as this generous man 
waa to the chase, he leaves quite an es- 
tate to hia devoted wife and affection- 
ate children, who will perhaps never 
look upon hia life again. The late Col. 
T. P. Hill was a devotee to the chaae 
as well as to Sir William Blackstone. 
You can judge the heart of a man by 
the dogs of hia yard. A fierce bull dog 
means keep out of my yard. If you are 
saluted on your entrance by the music 
of the pack, go in at once; the occu- 
pant may not always have much, but 
you and your horae are welcome aa long 
aa it lasts. A few days before the 
great and good man left the scenes of 
earth, through whose grand forests and 
rugged della he had ao often followed 
the hounds, he had his chair moved out 
on the veranda and releasing a captur- 
ed fox in the presence of tbe eager 
dogs, away they flew, and the distant, 
dying echoes of the pack mingled with 
the echoes of his dying breath!

ing the attactive personality of the 
man. No better boon companion ere ; 
gathered at a banquet board or braver 
ra -onteur told deeds of love and war. 
But in the Governor’s chair, with prob- 
lems of state in the balance, a weakir 
hand at the helm or more vascillaling 
executive judgment could hardly be im- 
agined. It is a byword in Frankfort 
that no one ever knows what Gov. Will- 
son is going to do; nor does he. Thrice 
that the public knows of he has had 
in typewritten form vetoes on import- 
ant legislation only to withdraw them 
on the eve of formal announcement, 
and then send in approval of the bills. 
The latest advocate to obtain the exec 
utive ear generally influences the poli- 
cy that becomes the gubernatorial dic- 
tum. Meaning well himself, he as- 
sumes that others are actuated always 
by sincerest motives, and believing 
thus, like Taft, has more often than 
not permitted himself to become the 
pliant tool of those who care little for 
the weal or woe of the commonwealth, 
can they but fatten on tbe public purse 
How greatly tbe resemblance be- 
tween tbe two executives grows, as 
they are campared! Few doubt that 
they really want to do what is best, but 
how far short they are falling of satis- 
fying the people that they and the par- 
ty they represent are competent to safe- 
guard the state and nation!

THE 8TR AW BERRY BED. 

In view of tbe fact that atrawberrlca 
are among the most delicious of the 
garden fruits It seems strange that 
more folks do uot hare a patch to sup 
ply the family table ami. If the bed 
does well, to sell to the neighbors. 
Tb* plant* should be set Iu rows from 
two and one half to three nnd one-half 
feet apart, depending upon whether 
tbe hill or row system of culture Is 
followed, while tbe plants should be 
from one and one-half to two feet 
apart In the row. depending somewhat 
upon the variety The bed should lie 
net while there Is sufficient moisture 
In the ground, should be given fre- 
quent cultivation aud kept free from 
weeds and watered If tbo rainfall Is 
not sufficient.
